Imt the race fell far short of exiKK'tationa. t’oy 
Maid won by a fluke In 1 ::!«!!. The race l>eglns too 
near the abrupt first turn to Insure anything like an 
equal break for liorses holding outside positions, and 
this circuuistam-e practicaly removed both Rani’s 
Horn and Tiptoe as contenders. The winner’s inini- 
lier one position enableil her to save much ground on 
the first and last turns, both critical aud ileciding 
points in the race, which, ctmibincMl witli a patient 
ride, netted iier final victory. Miller’s ride on In- 
<inisltor came in for severe crltlclsiu. The New- 
castle slalde’s e<dt was separately timeil in tOJ for 
tile middle half. Some idea of the rate of siteeil at 
which Milier was tirlvlng his misint can !>. gained 
by a pernssil of the chart which shows that Inquis- 
itor on the first turn was ten lengths behind such a 
fi.ving iiuceiuaker as Klamesha and on the last turn 
had lieaded her, lioth under pressure. 

It was an ideally pleasant day for racing and 
20,000 iiersons were In attendance. Thanks to 
.Miller's alertnes.s. Jaunty scored In the first race, 
at six furlongs for two-year-olds, from the “Fort 
Erie Hindoo” Orphan Lad. The rider of the latter 
was caiiglit napping at the itarrler’s rise and the 
cmiiliinathHi was virtually left, notwithstanding he 
figuretl an the rminer-up at the -finish.' - 

Druid was tlie successful nifsllum of a mild killing 
in the mile and a sixteenth selling race. Dalvay 
was the favorite and was ridden by Jack Martin. 
He made a sorry showing for a burse of bis pre- 
tentions to giKsl class. 

IsH-ing, the Itest liacked horse in the third race 
for two-year-olds, at five aud a half furlongs, 
amply fulfilled ex|>ectations ns per ring indications 
and tile result was hardly ever in doubt after the 
favorite, Victoria B., had been deliberately pulled 
up at tile start and left at the post. Tlie starter 
and starting judge complained to the stewards of 
Koerner’s tactics in taking the Long filly up as he 
did witliont apparent cause. The stewards fined 
Koerner ?2.5 for not going on with her at the com- 
mand of the starter. fte explained that the filly 
l»ropped with him just as the barrier rose. 

It was Nannie Hodge’s turn to Is'at Hnndsarra 
toda.v and she made good, but the winner turneti up 
In an unex|»ected quarter. Comedienne carried iier 
11-4 |H>nn<ls to a dazzling victory In track record time 
of 1:12. Her’s was one of the sensational feats of 
the season and stamps the Plaudit — .Maxine Ell*5tt 
three-year-old one of the fleetest sfirinters of tiie 
past d»'<‘eade. 

Woolwich, the heavily backed favorite got home 
li. the last, at a mile and a sixteenth under selling 
<H>ndIti<ms, after fouling everything within reach. 
A claim was made against Frank 0’NelH’s horse, 
but it was disallowwi. 

Just l)efore tlie third race a small sized panic was 
ereateil In the grandstand when a woman’s skirts 
<-auglit fire from a carelessly thrown cigarette. The 
blaze was extlnguislied without Injury to au.vone. 

‘•Father Bill” Daly’s house was the scene of an 
attempted liurglary last night. The burglar de- 
<-ampe<l in alarm, leaving almost everything but his 
sliirt liehind him. The stump-legged horse owner 
got it all, including hat, coat, watch, revolver, a 
lantern aud a bag of tools. 



GETTING READY FOR ENDURANCE TEST. 

New York, .July 2B. — The long distance riding en- 
durance contest, in which Harry K. Vingut has 
lM‘t $l,0qq that he can ride 100 miles In twenty-four 
hours and another $1,000 that Lawrence Smith can 
ride 110 miles in the same length of time, is caus- 
ing lots of talk. A good many lH‘ts on the outside 
have lieen made, and there will be quite a collec- 
tion of cami>ers-ont in the infield wlien the test lie- 
glns, witliin the next ten days, at Ihdmont Park. 

Tliere seems to tie little diaibt that Mr, Smith can 
make tlie ride all right, as he is Master of Himnds 
of the Smithtown Hunting Club and, althougli not 
quite as willowy of form and as sinuous as lie oni'e 
WHS, he is in pretty good training and can stand the 
gatr. But Mr. Vingut has not ridden to any extent 
for some time and, to say the least, is somewhat 
plump. espiHdally in the netlier purls, where tlie 
strain of riding will most alTect him. However, lie 
has not lieen at Brighton since he made tlie wager, 
and he is said to lie training vigorously. He is mak-, 
Ing explorations in the stables of his friends in quest 
of a most suitable horse.

SMITHSON LODGES A COMPLAINT. 

New York, Jnly 20. — C. C. Smithson, owner of 
Bobliie Kean, has formally lodged complaint with 
tiie stewards at Brighton Beach against Jockey 
Bell, D. W. Deppeler and others, who are sus- 
liected in connection with the defeat of bis horse 
on July 20. Smithson has told the stewards bis 
lielief that Bell took his horse up acting under some 
sort of orders from O. W. Deppeler, bis manager, 
who was formerly identified with John J. Ryan’s 
get -rich quick schemes. Smithson believes that there 
is some connection lietween Deppeler and the Celia 
liooks which, it is alleged, laid against Smithson’s 
Inirse when Bell rode him In such a flagrantly bad 
manner. Depinder, on the other hand, declares that 
he lias never had any dealings with the Celias 
and that as far as be knows Bell did his best 
with Bolibie Kean. Smithson slates that Deppeler 
Iiet lieavlB' lai Bubble Kean the day the latter beat 
Loglstilla. but that Depp«‘ler didn’t bet a dullac 
on Bolible Kean when Bell rode the race that 
<‘aused the liuy’s susiiension. The stewards are 
investigating the matter with much energy. 



ADVANCE GUARD’S TURF CAREER. 

The Breeding Bureau has not indicated at what 
point in New Y'ork state Advance Guard Is to stand 
next spring, but It is quite certain that his services 
will be in demand for the mares of the farmers 
in any loi’allty to which he is senL It was a 
liandsorae thing in Mr. Hitchcock to present the 
nine-year-old son of Great Tom and Nellie Van to 
the Jockey Club for the purposes intended, but It 
is nevertlieless regrettable that so good a race- 
horse is to forego the opportunity to serve fuil- 
lilood^d mares. Advance Guard was one of the 
few horses to run a mile better than 1:40 as a 
two-year-old.

The easy vlctor.y of Yowrlc In the sixth race at 
Brighton Beach Tuesday, serves as an example of 
the fact tliat easterners, trainers es|H‘ClalIy, pay 
little heiHl to liorses coming from the west until 
tlie.v allow tlielr heels to horses owned locally. The 
Morning Telegrapli reixirts this as a scrap of con- 
versation in the trainers’ stand about the time 
the sou of .\lloway — Necktie was finishing five 
lengths in front of tkimnus: 

“Who’s that thing out in front?” askeil Charley 
Littlefield of Old Man Odom. 

“Never heard of him,” was the answer. “Lemme 
get my glasses.” 

“He’s nunilM'r nine,” volunteered John Huggins. 

“Why, it’s a hoes lielongs to Mr. Gerst of Nash- 
ville. Young feller named McDaniel trains him,” 
said Peter Wlmmer. 

“I never noticed him on the program,” said 
Frank Jones; “never heard of liim before. Wbere’d 
Soniuus finish? He was favorite, wasn’t he?” 

But lie rei-elved no answer. Tliegr all llghteil 
fresh cigars, settled in their seats and silence 
reigiieil once more. 

DOZEN YEARS BETWEEN WINNERS. 

Clovercrest, the winner of the first race at 
Brigiiton Beacli Tuesday, was saddled b5' tlie 
veteran trainer. Con la-igliton, wliose last winner on 
the eastern tra<-ks was sent to post in 1894. ladgh- 
ton in his time had handled some famous horses, 
including Banquet, Tea Tray, Torso, Ajax and 
Chans, a Futurity winner. He was the trainer 
at different times for Congressman W. L. Scott 
and .Taixib Rnppert. Clovercrest was widely tipped 
aud made gixxl in cracking fast time. The edit 
had not ra«-ed since last summer, when he went 
wrong. Leighton was sore of success and told his 
friends to bet on the good thing in spite of the 
fact that Oyama, the favorite, had worked six 
furlongs in better than 1:13 for that race. 

MR. BASS’ UNUSUAL OBJECTION. 

After Black Arrow had beaten Sancy In the race 
for the Lingfield Park Plate, at Lingfield Park, 
England, July 13, Mr. Bass, owner of Sancy, 
objected to the declsltm on the ground that in- 
stead of taking a standstill start Black Arrow 
bad gotten away in action and in so doing bad 
Interfered with Sancy. The stewards overruled 
the objection. London Sporting Life says: “Per- 



haps the complaint was made with a view to 
establishing a precedent. Be that as It may, it 
did not strike the public as a very sportsmanlike 
move. If objections are to arise from such causes 
there will be no end to them.” 

“The Special Commissioner,” who Is a contri- 
butor to the same paper comments thnsly: “The 

stewards would not entertain the protest, but 
I, for one, am glad that Mr. Bass had the courage 
to lodge It, because now that the impossibility of 
carrying out tlie regulation has been formally 
brought to the notice of the authoritii*s something 
may be done in the direction of giving the starter 
greater freedom of action.”

Mc.M»>ekin, killed In the railroad wreck at Salisbury, 
England, July 1, arrived here toda.v and will be 
buried tomorrow morning from his late residence 
at Oakwooil Farm. The interment will be In the 
Ijexlngton Cemetery. 

Had he known that Stalwart, the five-year-old son 
of Meddler — Melba, would lie sold at auction on July 
7, It is altogether likely that Charles F. McMeekln 
would have abandoned the trip to England which 
resulted In his death In the Salisbury wreck on July 
1. When he reached New York from Kentucky in 
June Mr. McMeekin went to see Ed. A. Tipton and 
told him he was going to England to buy a stallion 
for his Oakwood stud, but that he would abandon the 
trip if he could bu.v Stalwart. At that time Stal- 
wart was not for sale, but Mr. McMeekin had not 
reached England liefore it was decided to put him on 
the market to dissolve the partnership between 
Messrs. E. R. Thomas and Alex Shields.
